Now that “It might as well be spring” so 
far as the weather is concerned, how about

are a disgrace. And—barring the possibility 
of a veritable deluge —- they will remain 
so unless some all-time serious scraping and 
scrubbing is done. The gentle ministrations 
of the water-carts do no good worth speak- 
ing of, The caked mud, sand, cinders and 
other misplaced matter will have to be dug 
off. It won't “flush”, 

Suppose for once we really clean the 
pavements and see how much better the 
home town will look. 


Too Much Wild Driving 


Another automobile crash, this time on | 


the South Side, has resulted in the injury 
of three persons and the arrest of a fourth 
on a charge of dangerous driving. 

Whether or not the accused was to blame 
for this accident, or whether anyone was to 
blame, the incidence of accidents in Edmon- 
ton is much too high. 

There are many contributing factors, of 
course, besides the carelessness of drivers. 
Many cars are old and in poor condition. The 
condition of the streets constitutes a further 
traffic hazard. Even a good and cautious 
driver cannot be sure of himself on road- 
ways filled with potholes and swimming in 
mud. 

Nevertheless, the chief cause of accidents 
is wild driving. And there is far too much 
of it. 

The police have been commendably active 
lately in checking this practice. This vigil- 
ance must be doubled. 

The courts have co-operated intelligently 
in fixing penalties, for those found guilty. 
Those penalties should be increased to the 
maximum allowed by law. 

There is no reason on earth why any in- 
competent or exhibitionist driver should be 
permitted to use his vehicle as a menace to 
the lives and property of Edmonton citizens. 


Causes of Delinquency 


Judge C. L. Willis of the juvenile court 
has made this statement in a public address 
in Edmonton: 

“In many cases that come before me, I 
have found that society as a whole is more 
delinquent than the juvenile in question”. 

Truer words were never spoken, And one 
prime cause of delinquency in Canada today 
is the failure of the government to make 
possible decent homes for the children of 
low-income citizens. 

Everybody admits that a proper home 
atmosphere is the best safeguard against 
the acquisition of bad habits by young peo- 
ple. But how can a proper home atmosphere 
be achieved in the squalor and congestion 
in which the Canadian housing situation 


compels so many Canadian children to exist? | 


Crowded into a few ill-equipped rooms, 
subjected to the family ill-humor that is 


bound to be produced by such circumstances, | 


what chance have children to grow up in 
that tranquillity and quiet discipline which 
are the only sound bases of child training? 

More than 80 per cent of Canada’s wage 
earners receive less than $2,150 per year. 
This means that their capacity to pay rent 
or purchase instalments on houses is limited 
to between $18 and $25 per month. 

Yet nowhere in the Canadian housing 
program, private or public, is there any pro- 
vision for the building of modern houses that 
will rent or sell on these terms, Private en- 
terprise cannot afford to build such modern 
low-rental homes, Only the public treasury 
can bear the essential loss of capital and in- 
terest involved in such building. 

Failure to subsidize the erection of mod- 
ern low-rental homes is definitely a contri- 
bution to juvenile delinquency. And until an

Why Amnesty? 


A few days ago the Legislative Assembly 
of Quebec approved of a resolution which 
asked the Dominion government for com- 
plete amnesty for army deserters. 

For the Dominion government to accede 
to any such request would be utterly illogi- 
cal, The offence committed was not an of- 
fence under any wartime measure but 


against The Army Act, an imperial statute | 


renewed from year to year and operative in 
Canada. But that is a technicality. 
The greater part of these deserters had 
¥ 


been pressed into service at a time when| 
very man was needed, so grave was the 
crisis. In such an emergency every man ab- 
sent from his post, from whatever cause, 
weakened the national defence. 


That Canadian soil remained unstained 
and Canadian homes inviolate was due to 
well conducted defence and vigorously exe- 


cuted counter-attack at sea, on the land 
overseas, and in the air. But had that de- 
fence broken down or the counter-attack 
been driven in, as but for bravery, leadership 
and the grace of God they might, Canada’s 
last defence would have been in the hands, 
for the most part, of conscripted troops, 
some of whom took their responsibilities so 
lightly that they deserted. 

The Dominion government is now prayed 
to absolve these from the consequences, and 
thereby to set a precedent for them or their 
sons to flee, if and when the same danger 
| arises again, confident that they have only 
to hide in the woods long enough and all will 
be forgiven when the peril is past. 

Somebody in Berlin celebrated Wehr- 
macht Day by blowing up the police head- 
quarters. The gestapo has gone, but evi- 
dently the memory still lingers. 


It transpires that the boss of Tass news 
agency was a member of the Soviet spy or- 
| ganization in Ottawa. This being a demo- 
| cratic country, with a wholesome regard for 
international usage, the worst he has to fear 
| is a change of address and scenery. If he 
were a Canadian correspondent caught fish- 
ing secret information out of official circles 
in Moscow his position and prospects would 
be different. 


In one sense it is good news that Nation- 
alist and Communist armies are fighting for 
Mukden. This strongly suggests that the 
| bubonic plague has not broken out in tke 
city, as reported some days ago. If the 
plague was raging there both armies would 
likely be getting as far away from the place 
as time, roads and transport permitted. 


Former mayor of New York, Fiorello La- 
Guardia was nominated unanimously to fill 
the post of director general of U.N.R.R.A. 
Not many men are so well equipped with the 
qualities needed to rouse popular support for 
a cause. That is why he was chosen. To de- 
feat the famine is a more hopeless objective 
than to defeat the Axis which brought on 
the famine. But LaGuardia is a good man to 
| put drive into the effort to save as many 
prospective victims as possible. 


There wasn’t a chance that the meeting 
of the Security Council would be postponed, 
as requested by Moscow. To delay the meet- 
ing would require the unanimous consent of | 
the eleven members, It was known when the 
proposal was made that not all the eleven 
would vote for it. A poll would probably 
show every member save one opposed to 
postponement, Not altogether because of 
Russia’s attitude toward Iran necessarily,

They can't 
get help. They can't sell—the de- 
mand for farms is very limited, and 
prices offered generally are less 
than the value of the buildings, with 
nothing left for the land, They can’t 
rent, So they do the only thing left. 
They seed down the land and turn 
it to pasture, and the productivity 
is less than a quarter of what it 
might be. This condition prevails 
over most of Ontario, 

During the war, Ontario farmers 
did a wonderful, almost an heroic 
job, With less help they produced 
a great deal more, They did it by 
working almost impossible hours. 
On Ontario farms the work-week 
has averaged between 80 and 90 
hours, year-round, and no holidays. 
In summer, Sunday work has been 
three to five hours; in winter six to 
eight. Farm women, many of them 
with little families, with no help in 
the house, and too often without 
the conveniences that in towns ere 
considered an everyday necessity

During my stay they put the light 
on 87 street, Before I could have 
it installed I had to put up $25 for 
two poles and $24 for the use of 
the light to service two customers, 
I have a telephone. When they 
installed it I was charged $7 extra 
labor over the usual installation 
fee, and of course I have no water 
or sewer. 

A few weeks ago the water man 
who supplies me could not make 
deliveries so I went without for 
three long weeks and had to use 
snow, 

Now I would like to know what 
the city is losing by me for the 
two utilities I have. They are show-

The government decided to end 
wheat trading in the Winnipeg pit,

These houses 
have branch offices at strategic 
points to look after the movement 
either to the mills or the seaboard. 


IF THE WHEAT BOARD is ad- 
vised certain ships are arriving at 
Halifax or Montreal or Baltimore 
to load wheat, it instructs some 
commission house to move so many 
tons of wheat from some inland 
elevator in time to be in the sea- 
port elevator when the ships arrive.

carrier. A lack of iron produces in- 
sufficient oxidation, anemia and 
lowered vitality. | 

Although iron is found in the) 
body in very small amounts, these! 
amounts are essential to life. In 
some diseases, as in anemia, the re-| 
quired amount may be greatly re- 
duced, From a superficial point 
of view it would seem that this de- 
ficiency could be made up easily by 
using more of the foods rich in 
iron, This is true to some extent, 
but the forced feeding of iron-bear- 
ing foods is usually not sufficient to 
overcome anemia. 

Those foods richest in iron are: 
sorrel, lettuce, spinach, asparagus, 
radishes, cabbage, celery, string
